The art of preparing dead bodies for indefi- 
nite preservation is an old one" which popular 
fancy supposes to have reached the limit of 
perfection in Egypt. This fancy has been sup- 
ported mainly by folklore and the visible evi- 
dence of mummies in museums. 

It has been supposed by some that the dis- 
covery of the preservation of bodies interred 
in saline soils may have been the immediate 
origin of embalming in Egypt. However it 
began, there is no doubt that the Egyptians 
carried the art to great heights, embalming 
not only human beings.- but cats, crocodiles 
and other sacred animals. Eventually in that 
country certain classes of the community were 
specially appointed for the practice of the art. 
'Herodotus gives an account of three of the 
methods of embalming followed by the Egyp- 
tians. The mi«st expensive of these, which cost 
the equivalent of about $1,200 per corpse, was 
as follows: 

The brains were extracted from the skull by 
msans of a bent iron instrument inserted 
through the nostrils and the cavity cleansed 
with drugs. The intestines having been drawn 
out' through an incision in the left side, the 
abdomen, was flushed with palm wine and 
filled with myrrh, cassia and other materials 
and the opening sewed up. This done, the body 
was steeped seventy days in a solution of salt, 
actually sodium carbonate obtained from 
evaporated waters of the natron lakes in the 
Libyan desert and at El Hegs in Upper Egypt 

Incidentally, the cutter appointed to make 
the incision in the side for the removal of the 
intestines was chased away from the corpse 
with stones and curses as soon as the task was 
done, because the ancient Egyptians con- 
sidered it a detestable thing to commit any 
violence or inflict any wound on the human 
body. 

. After the steeping, the body was washed and 
handed over to the swa there by whom it was 
wrapped in gummed cloth. It was then ready 
for the coffin. 

The second method of embalming (priced 
at the equivalent of about $500) started with 
the injection into the abdomen of a quantity of 
turpentine. This is stated by Herodotus to 
have had a corrosive and solvent action on the 
viscera. After injection the body was steeped 
for about two months in the aforementioned 
aalt solution. The content of the abdomen I 



then drained, and the process was considered 
complete. 

The third method, used for embalming the 
bodies of the poorest classes, was simply to 
remove the intestines and soak the corpse in 
salt water for seventy days. 

The material used for stuffing and for treat- 
ing the cerecloth in the costlier modes of 
embalming appears to have been asphalt Wax 
was not used so often. In some cases embalm* 
ing was apparently effected by immersing the 
body in a bath of molten bitumen. Tanning 
was also employed. Occasionally the viscera 
after treatment were in part or wholly replaced 
in the body, together with wax figures of the 
four genii of Amenti. By ordinary, however, 
they were preserved in a mixture of sand and 
asphalt and buried in vases, known as cmnopi, 
placed near the mummy, the cavity of the 
abdomen being filled with chips and sawdust 
of cedar mixed with salt or what we would 
call sal soda. In one jar were placed the stom- 
ach and large intestine; in another the small 
intestines; in a third, the lungs and heart; in 
a fourth, the gall bladder and liver. At least 
that was the prescription. 

In the Middle Kingdom necropolis of Beni 
Hasan archeologists found many intact inter* 
men ts in coffins, and in one case the body was 
indeed well preserved. Several were accompa- 
nied by boxes divided into four compartments 
and inscribed with the names of the four deities 
who represented the internal organs of the 
body. But the boxes, examined by experts, 
contained no trace of organic remains, proving 
how much the Egyptians depended on magic 
imitations and make-believe. 

In modern times, numerous methods of 
embalming have been practiced. The methods 
are differentiated mainly by the solutions used. 
Among these, alcohol was used by Dr. Ruysch 
of Amsterdam. By William Hunter, essential 
oils, cinnabar, camphor, saltpeter, and pitch 
or rosin were employed, and the final desicca- 
tion of the body was obtained by means of 
roasted gypsum placed in the coffin. J. P. Bou- 
det embalmed with tan, salt, asphalt and 
Peruvian bark, camphor, cinnamon and other 
aromatic- and corrosive sublimate. The last 
mentioned drug, chloride and sulphate of sine, 
acetate and sulphate of alumina and creosote 
and carbolic acid have all been used by 
modern embalmera. The celebrated Ganna'l 
method utilized the injection of solutions of 
aluminium salts into the arteries. j 

- As for the preservation of a body forever, 
the Egyptians found that corpses generally 
decay and disappear in spite of everything, 
so— as one authority puts it—in the absence of 
anything more efficacious it was customary 
to pronounce an embalmed corpse "sahu," an 
old word meaning "noble," or "ikh," which in 
the later period of Egyptian history meant a 
divine spirit on the ground that magic words 
atone .in the last resort made everything debt

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BLOOD-MONEY nowadays is usually a term 
applied to the reward paid for betraying a 
criminal to justice. Originally, however, it 
meant only one thing: a penalty paid by a 
murderer Ao the kinsfolk of his victim. Such 
a fine, in the old days, completely protected 
the murderer from vengeance. This system of 
trading human life for cash was common 
among the Scandinavian and Teutonic races 
previous to the advent of Christianity, and a 
scale of payments, graduated according to the 
seriousness of the crime, was fixed by law, 
which further set forth who could exact the 
blood-money and who was entitled to share it. 

Murder was not the only crime that could 
be completely excused by an appropriate 
financial gesture. All crimes of violence were 
included in the system of reimbursement pre- 
vailing during these days. However, there were 
two exceptions: crimes of violence taking place 
in church or within the precincts of a royal 
palace were considered inexcusable and the 
death penalty was automatic. Any criminal 
who ran afoul of these exceptions was fair 
game in any season and his enemies were en- 
couraged to kill him whenever and wherever 
they found him. 

Ancient Greece knew the custom. Homer 
mentions that one of the scenes on the shield 
of Achilles depicts an argument over the price 
of a man that has been slain. The slayer is 
saying that he has paid in full and^the dead 
man's relative is saying that he has received 
nothing. Both are surrounded by their friends 
who are kept back by heralds. The issue is 
being settled by the elders who are seated on 
stones in a sacred circle, and in the middle are 
two pieces of gold, "to give to him who, among 
them all, sets forth the cause most rightly." 



Incidentally, the two pieces of gold were equal 
in value at that time to two oxen, which shows 
what a man's life was worth to the Greeks. 

Blood-money is mentioned in the Bible, too. 
One instance took place during the reign of 
King David when the»Gideonites were put to 
death by Saul. The unavenged bloodshed 
could only be atoned by blood-money or by 
shedding the blood of the offender or of his 
family. The Gideonites demanded blood rather 
than money whereupon five sons of Merab and 
two sons of Saul's concubine were sacrificed. 

The sophistication of offering a choice 
between blood and money was one also that 
bothered Mohammed, the Prophet. Before his 
time the option existed, but he established the 
law that if blood-money— called diya, varying 
in value according to the importance of the 
dead, from ten to fifty camels — were offered 
and in a fair amount, it must be accepted. And 
so it is today among the Bedouins of Arabia. 
HEARTLESS CORPSES were once common, 
because it was the practice to bury the heart 
apart from the body. This is a very ancient 
practice, the special reverence shown to the 
heart being due to its early association with 
the soul of man. his affections, courage and 
conscience. In medieval Europe heart-burial 
was fairly common, notable cases being those 
of Richard I. Henry III. Edward I and his 
wife. Louis IX, Philip III, Louis XIII. and 
"Louis XIV. 

The most curious story of heart-burial con- 
cerns that of the heart of James, marquess of 
Montrose, executed by the Scottish Covenant- 
ers in the year 1650. It was taken from his 
body, which had been buried by the roadside 
outside Edinburgh, and. enclosed in a steel 
box. was sent to the duke of Montrose, then in 
exile. It was lost on its journey, and years 
afterwards was discovered in a curiosity shop 
in Flanders. Taken by a member of the Mont- 
rose family to India, it was stolen as an amulet 
by a native chief, was once more regained, and 
finally lost in France during the Revolution. 

The last ceremonial burial of a heart in Eng- 
land was that of the secretary of the Monks of 
Medmenham club, Paul Whitehead, in 177S. 
Of later cases the most notable are those of 
Daniel O'Connell. whose heart is at Rome: the 
poet Shelley at- Bournemouth: Louis XVII at 
Venice: Kosciusko at Lake Zurich: and, most 
recent, that of the marquess of Bute, taken by 
his widow to Jerusalem for burial only fifty 
years ago. 

Sometimes other parts of the body, removed 
ceremoniously or even secretly, are given sep- 
arate burial or preserved in various containers. 
An instance of this is the solemn burial given 
to the viscera of popes in the parish church of 
the Quirinal. 

The custom of heart-burial was forbidden 
by Pope Boniface VIII. but Benedict XI with- 
drew the prohibition.
